Gal- 
lagher was taken to the city hospital, 
where he admitted that he had been 
drinking and was held by the police, 

Prosser, who was cut and bruisod, 
and his wife, who suffered a com- 
pound fracture of the right leg, ware 
taken to a private sanitarium at 
Twentieth street and East Grand 
boulevard, and later were removed 
to the city hospital. 

Auto Trying to Make Hill. 

Prosser and Irving Jolly of 3205 
Kossuth avenue, who was riding a 
motor cycle at Prosser’s right, said 
that they were traveling slowly down 
the hill, which is steep. The auto- 
mobile, they said, was trying to make 
the hill in high gear, and, coming 
around a curve, swung out to he 
wrong side of the road. Prosser said 
he was blinded by the lights, »d ut 
swerved to his left and was struck by 
the right fender of the machine. 
Jolly turned off the road and was 
not injured. 

Brock was crushed and seemed to 
have been caught under the ma- 
chine, which turned over in a road- 
side ditch. An automobile drivor 
who passed after the accident said 
Gallagher was standing beside the 
machine holding the body in his 
arms. Gallagher was dazed at first 
and seemed reluctant to talk. 

On Aug. 1, 1921, Prosser was 
driving his motor cycle, with Miss 
Celeste Davis, who later became his 
wife, and his mother, Mrs. Isabella 
K. Prosser, as passengers in the 
4000 block of BDaston avenue.

“Don’t make me ridiculous,” Mirs 
Dickey .said to reporters, “but that 
was so like us Americans that I felt 
I could ask him to wait a minute, 
not thinking at all of the rigorous 
etiquette that surrounds a Europeea 
monarch.” 


IEWELL SAD TO HAVE 
PONE TO SEE GOMPERS 


Leader of Striking Shopmen Dis- 
appears From Headquarters 
» in Chicago. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—Mystery sur- 


rounding the whereabouts of B. M. 
Jewell, head of the striking shop- 
men’s organization, was cleared 
away tonight when friends said he 
had gone to Washington to confer 
with Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
and other labor leaders. 

Federal officials have been hunt- 
ing Jewell to serve him with a writ 
of the restraining order prohibiting 
shopmen from interfering with the 


nation’s railroad traffic. Jewell, ac- 
cording to friends, departed Thurs- 
day and knew nothing of the writ to 
be issued the following day. 

Recurrence of reports that Jewell 
might transfer hig headquarters to 
Canada to avoid the provisions of 
the restraining order and that ha 
might make a test case of the court 
action brought a denial from Donald 
R. Richberg, his attorney. 

“Mr. Jewell left Chicago before 
the writ was issued,” Richberg caid. 
“I do not know where he is, cut I 
am certain he is in the United States. 
He has no reason to conceal him- 
self.”

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 32.—An 


agreement to end the protracted an- 
thracite suspension “in the imme- 
diate future” was reached by the 
operators and miners in a late ses- 
sion tonight. The men will return to 
work on the basis of the old wage 


agreement to extend until Aug. 31, 
1923. 


The announcement of the agree- 
ment was made by Senators Pepper 
and Reed of Pennsylvania. The 
agreement was reached after a com- 
munication from President Harding 
was received by the parties to the 
controversy. 

President Urged Agreement. 

Under date of Sept. 1, the Presi- 
dent wrote: 

“The public interest transcends 
any partisan advantage that on 
might gain by further resistance. I 
urge you in the name of public wel- 
fare to accede to the proposal that 
has been advanced by Senators Pep- 
per and Reed.” 

The announcement came after an 
all-day session of the operators and 
a joint conference of operators and 
miners in Senator Pepper's offices 
tonight. | 

The announcement was made at 
midnight, when it was simultaneous- 
ly communicated to the White House 
and the newspapers. 7 

The fixing of Aug. 31, 1923, for 
the period of the new contract was 
a compromise. The operators want- 
ed the agreement to expire March 
81, 1923, while the miners desired 
It extended to March 31, 1924.

Under the laws of the United 
Mine Workers of America, the agreé- 
ment is subject to ratification by 
the miners’ Scale Committee. [It 
will meet in Philadelphia tomorrow 
and the convention will be held at 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., on W ‘ 
Union leaders sald that they expect 
the men to be back at work by Mon- 
day, Sept. 11. 

The anthracite operators tonight in 
a resolution adopted by the Policies 
Committee accepted the proposal 
made by Senators Pepper and Reed 
of Pennsylvania to resume the pro- 
duction of coal.

Reactionary employers, great financial interests 
and the enemies of labor generally were under 
an unusual restraint during the war. It was 
impossible for them to conduct a domestic’ war- 
fare that would have weakened the military pow- 
er of the country. They were compelled by force 
of circumstances to deal more fairly with the 
workers than it was their desire to do. They 
could not accept the responsibility for great 
strikes and lockouts because the country would 
rot have tolerated such conduct “Accordingly the 
workers gained in strength and were able to pre- 
vent wartime inflation from utterly destroying 
their standards of living. \ 


~ 


Peace a Signal for War 


The signing of the armistice removed the re- 
straint on employers and they resolved to make 


‘the most of what they conceived to be their gold- 
-€n opportunity. ; 


Whether the course of conduct that has been 
followed since the armistice was by common con- 
sent or by deliberate prearrangement ts of small 
material importance. The fact is that employ: 


‘ers have banded together in practically every 
‘community and on a national scale for the de- 


struction of the voluntary organizations of the 
workers. 

Coincident with the inauguration of what has 
been known as the “open shop” campaign—an ab- 
solute misnomer—there came what was known as 
the period of deflation. Those who stood sponsor 
for the so-called “open shop” campaign and those 
who were back of the movement for financial de- 
flation seized upon Mr. Harding’s cry of “Back to 
normalcy” without delay and accepted it as full 
approval of their policy. 

The campaign of employers in industry had for 
its object the reduction of wages, the establish- 
ment of nonunion shop conditions and the de- 
struction of the unfons which made possible an 
effective resistance on the part of the workers. 

Unemployment became acute, reaching its peak 
during the winter just passed. There are no exact 
figures but the best calculation seems to be that 
fully 4,000,000 workers were thrown into idle 
ness at the point of greatest depression. 


The New Injunction Threat 


Not only were there these gigantic forces at 
work in the industrial field as such but forces 
almost equally as aggravating were at work in 
the political and judicial flelds. There has been 
during the past year a growing tendency to 
resort to the use of the injunction in industria] 
disputes for the purpose of commanding workers 
to do those things which they have a lawful 
right to refrain from doing and of commanding 
them to refrain from doing those things which 
they have a lawful right to do. 

There has been a persistent effort to bring 
about the establishment of Government tribunals 
for the compulsory settlement of industrial dis- 


| putes and for the prevention of strikes. In most 
I believe that a long step would 


attempts of this character the Railroad Labor 
Board and the Kansas Court of Industrial Rela- 
tions have been accepted as models. 

It is true that because of the alertness of 
trade unionists everywhere there has been no 
extension of the industrial court idea, but the 
efforts of those who favor such institutions have 
not been relaxed for a moment. It has been 
sought to establish Government tribunals under 
one name or another in a number of states and 
similar efforts have been made to induce the 
national congress to establish such an institution. 

It is the prime purpose of such tribunals to 
make strikes unlawful and to wake it obligatory 
for workers to give service under conditions 


j 
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Workers of America is naturally the most impor- 
tant example in the field of hostile court deci- 
sions. In this case the decision itself was favor- 
able to the workers, but the court went out of 
its way to introduce an obiter dictum which will 
apply in future decisions and which was in a 
most important and far-reaching sense hostile to 


the voluntary organizations of wage-earners. 


The Child Labor Decision 


Just preceding the Coronado case, there camv 
the decision in the case of the Child Labor Law. 
For the second time the United States Supreme 
Court declared this most beneficent and necessary 
legislation unconstitutional. Under this decision 
the children of our land were again left prey to 
the avarice and greed of employers. The resent- 
ment of our people everywhere was aroused by 
this decision and it may well be that as a result 
the Supreme Court eventually will lose its as- 
sumed power to veto the acts of the Congress. 

All of these things have tended to create sus- 
picion in the minds of workers and have made 
it a matter of life and death for them to defénd 
their principles, their standards of living and 
their organizations. 

What is known as labor unrest today is the 
natural result of a definite set of aggravating 
causes, every one of which is rooted either in 
greed for money or greed for power. When the 
armistice was signed, certain employers thought 
they saw the way clear to a re-establishment of 
complete autocratic control of industry and they 
set about it with deliberation and with thorough- 
ness to bring about that re-establishment. 


A Campaign of Reaction. 


Special organizations for the promotion of 
what is called the “open shop” were created 
throughout the country. Organizations already 
in existence were linked together and commit- 
ted to the campaign for industrial autocracy. 
Chambers of Commerce, which are not at all 
industrial organizations, but which are powerful 
business and financial organizations, were asked 
to go on record and to join the fight. This many 
ot them did under the leadership of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, although many of 
them have since regretted their ill-advised reac- 
tionary declarations. — 

Organizations, known as Associated Indus- 
tries, have been formed in most industrial cen- 
ters and have state-wide organizations in many 
states. An outstanding example of these organt- 
zations is Associated Industries of Indianapolis, 
which has been most militant in the fight to de- 
stroy the trade unions. 

Among national organizations which have 
sought to propagate the autoqgratic idea in in- 
dustry, particularly in these last few years, is 
the National Industrial Conference Board, whose 
chief executive officer, Mr. Magnus Alexander, 
is admirably fitted to guide the destinies of an 
organization which has autocracy as its geal ana 
democracy as its intended victim. 

During this frenzy of organization among re- 
actionary employers, the old-time “open shop,” 
anti-union organizations, such as the National 
Association of Manufacturers and the National 
Erectors’ Association, have sought to revive their 
somewhat depleted membership. As a matter of 
fact, the National Association of Manufacturers 
has resorted to typical book-agent methods to se- 
cure members, many of whom have no interest a 
all in the struggle to destroy labor organizations. 


| Wanton Breach of Agreement.

Another important factor in the situation has 
been the wanton breach of agreement on the part 
of great organizations of employers. The con- 
duct of certain organizations of employers -has 
been exactly parallel to the conduct of the'l. W. 
W:; which does not believe in the observance of 
agreements between employers and workers. 

There have been a half-dozen notable examples 
of breach of agreement or contract by great or 
ganizations of employers within the past 12 
months. Two outstanding cases are those in 
the coal industry and in the printing industry be- 
tween the Typographical Union and the employ- 


A 
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‘ng printers concerning the 44-hour week. In| 
both of these cases the employers paid no more | 
heed to their solemn agreements than if those 
agreements had never existed, 

In the case of the miners, a section in the con- 
tract between the employers and the workers 
provided that prior to the expiration of the con- 
tract there should be conferences for the nego- 
tiation of a new contract. The organized mine 
cwners ignored this stipulation and refused to 
enter into negotiation for the making of a new 
agreement, thus leaving the mine workers at 
the expiration of the old contract without any 
terms of employment and, as a consequence, they 
ceased work. 

In the printing Industry the organized employ- 
ers had agreed that on a given date the industry 
should go on a forty-four hours week basis. When 
the time arrived for making this provision effec: 
tive the employers repudiated their agreement, | 
and even went so far as to deny that there had 
been any such agreement definitely reached. In 
May, 1921, nearly 40,000 printers ceased work. 
At this time nearly 6,000 still are contending, 
the remainder having secured the forty-four hour 
week. 


A Wage Cut of 42 Per Cent. 


In the textile industry of New England employ- 
ers goaded the workers until resistance was the 
only course consistent with manhood. About a 
year and a half ago there was a general wage 
reduction of 22 per cent. ‘This the workers 
accepted. Five months ago another reduction, 
this time of 20 per cent, was proposed and the 
workers, after failing to secure conferences with 
the employers, refused to continue at work under 
the proposed reduction. Their resistance to this 
patent injustice has been one of the inspiring 
and heartening pages of recent industrial history. 
The granite ters and the quarry workers have 
been in idleness for many months, due to the 
determination of employers to reduce wages and 
to crush the organizations of the workers. Here, 
too, there has been a magnificent American re- 
sistance to injustice. The packing house workers 
were compelled to resist similar unfair proposals, 
and in the needle trades it was necessary to 
cease work in protest against the determination 
of employers to revive the old sweatshop prac- 
tices of the past. The needle trades have been 
magnificently victorious in their efforts, and who 
will say that a victéry of this kind is not a 
victory for the best American standards and tra- 
ditions? The workers have stood for the humani- 
tarian, the progressive, the just, against pro- 
posals of reaction and retrogression. 

These are some of the factors that have 
brought about industrial unrest, and that have 
created interruptions in some of our most impor- 
tant industries. 


Backward-Looking Employers. 


If employers had been forward-looking, if they 
could have divorced themselves from an erro- 
neous interpretation of their self-interest, if they 
could have brought themselves to a true under- 
standing of the purpose of industry, and that it 
is essentially co-operative in nature, there need 
rever have been a single interruption of our in- 
dustrial processes due to a stoppage of work since 
the signing of the armistice. 

There is no sufficient reason why our industrial 
life should not always proceed as steadily as it 
did during the period of the war, when all forces 
were concentrated toward a single end. 

We have had industrial disturbances and an 
unsettled state of mind because some employers 
have thought they could restore in industry a 
condition under which they could, without Iimit- 
tation or consultation, dictate the terms and 
conditéons of employment 

In iteelf unrest is not a condition to be deplored. 
A healthy unrest is the main incentive to better- 
ment and progress and a higher civilization. It 
is the wunnecessary causes for unrest—unrest 
which angers and gropes for any outlet—that ts 
conducive to unreason, confusion and chaos. It 
is the duty of thinking men, in the labor move- 
ment and out of it, to so direct a healthy unrest 
as to translate it into action of a natural, ra- 
tional character to bring about the best possible 
condition for the benefit not only of the workers 
but of all the people for the perpetuation and 
glory of our republic. 

Every necessgry readjustment following the 
abnormal period of the war could have been 
made by joint negotiation between employers and 
employes, and many such readjustments have} 
been made. If employers had sought to make 
none but reasonable and proper readjustments, 
and if in every case there had been frank con- 
sultation with the workers, our industrial life 
could have been brought forward to ® normal

QO French and English opinion as how to deal with Germany, 
the price of wheat declined 3 cents a bushel. 


Great Britain, planning to pay in- 
terest on the debt due this country, 
is saving every dollar she can to 
make the payment this fall and is 
buying wheat so sparingly that the 
market is witnessing almost daily 
declines and is now at the lowest 
point in eight ynars. 

Thus again the difficulties at- 
tending the solution of Europeafi 
financial troubles are diréctly re- 
flected in every farm home in 
America. We are harvesting an 
800,000,000-bushel wheat crop. The 
loss to the American farmer occa- 
sioned by the declines on two days 
noted above has cost wheat growers 
of this country $48,000,000. 

Railway labor, receiving wages 
approximately 100 per cent above 
the 1912 level, is on a strike. Agri- 
culture received only $1.26 for prod- 
ucts that brought $1 in 1913 and, 
facing at the same time enormously 
increased production costs, is won- 
dering what is the matter and grop- 
ing uncertainly for a solution. Finan- 
cial reviews report business on the 
upgrade, prices advancing; Federal 
reserve banks are loaded with gold; 
yet the farmers of America, repre- 
senting 40 per cent of our popula- 
tion, hardly expect to receive more 
for their 1922 operations than they 
received in 1921, or $12,000,000,000. 
This, just half of their gross income 
of 1919, is $9,000,000,000 less than 
received in 1920. This is an income 
of about $2.50 a day for each farm 
worker, with no allowance for inter- 
est, taxes or income from his $59,- 
00,000,000 plant. 

The American farmer is only be- 
ginning to perceive that the tragic 
disaster to his industry is intimately 
related to foreign trade and to the 
troubles in Europe. 


At the recent annual meeting of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce our interest in foreign trade 
was stressed and President Defrees 
bluntly pointed out that we could not 
expect permanent business recovery 
until Europe recovered stability; 
and President Howard of the Farm 
Bureau, in a remarkably lucid dis- 
cussion, reiterated over and over 
again that farm prosperity depended 
upon a stable and steady Huropean 
market for the*surplus of the Amer- 
ican farms. 

A farmer producing 1000 bushels 
of wheat has to sel] 400 bushels in 
Europe. Sixty per cent of his cotton 
and 16 per cent of his meat products 
have to find a similar market. He 
has not thought of himself as a 
merchant with a surplus to sell, yet 
any {impairment of his Huropean 
customers’ buying power is immedi- 
ately reflected in sharply lower 
prices, not only for his surplus, but 
for everything he has. A_ stable 
market depends on a steady stream 
of purchases. The foreigner buys 
fitfully, spasmodically, depending on 
his ability to finance his purchases. 

The disaster overtaking agriculture 
is immeasurably greater than that 
befalling any other industry in 
America. Imagine the railways, 
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an agitator proposes that the pack- 
ers or the manipulators of the mar- 
kets in grain or cotton centers are 
responsible for the trouble, that agi- 
tator receives a respectful hearing. 
If a politician, masquerading as a 
statesman, promises a high tariff on 
wheat or makes a vociferous speech 
demanding that England and France 
make immediate payments on the 
debts due us ‘so that the funds col- 
lected can be made availabip to the 
distressed rural districts, that poll- 
ticflan thinks he has done his duty 
to the farmer and will be rewarded 
by an appreciated vote at election 
time. 


To give respectability to these 
claims certain financial writers sur- 
veying our domestic distress raise a 
cry against exporting capital to Eu- 
rope. Cotton or merchandise export- 
ed on credit is exported capital, they . 
say, and is depleting the reservoirs 
of funds for internal growth and ex- 
bansion, They never take the trou- 
ble to define what was the capital 
status of millions of bales of cotton 
in 1920, unmarketed and rotting. 
Underfed Europe needed fats and 
meat. Unable te buy on terms in 
Ame | a drug in the 
market. Our meat exports in 1920 
were only onefifteenth those of 1919. 
These experts, fearful of exporting 
capital, have not had time to‘compute 
the capital wastage of ranges unoccu- 
pied by catle, nor the irreparable loss 
of bankrupt cattle and sheep men 
whose courage and enterprise can 
never again be enlisted in the pro- 
duction of wealth. Related to the 
failure to sanely sell our surplus 
meats weve thousands of acres of un- 
harvested kaffir and maize, of unmar 
keted alfalfa, and millions of bush: 
els of corn wasted and used for fuel. 
The domestic capital loss is partially 
reflected in the depleted farm income 
referred to above, running into bil- 
lions of dollars; its unmeasured loss 
is in destroying the productive mo- 
rale of literally millions of farmers, 
especially young men just getting 
started.

It has been said by some employ- 
ers and by some of the spokesmen 
of employers that labor unions exist 
the purpose of inaugurating 
strikes, and that labor leaders like 
to have strikes because they would 
lese their jobs if there were no 
strikes. I suppose these statements 
are actually believed by a few per- 
sons, and perhaps they are sincerely 
uttered by a few. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The chief sufferers in times 
of strikes are the workers them- 
selves. When they are without work 
they are inevitably without wages. 
NO workers ever go on strike be- 
cause they do not like wages, and 
neither do any workers ever go on 
strike for the purpose of drawing a 
strike benefit that occasionally 
amounts to as much as $1 a day. and 
that seldom ts paid during the entire 
period of the strike.

If New Yérk bankers lend a few 
millions to London banks to facili- 
tate foreign purchases of our wheat, 
cotton and beef, and then a little 
later succeed in coliecting those 
loans, there is a Kansas Senator 
ready to attack that payment, im- 
plying it was an act of bad faith 
on the part of the European banker 
and Wall street, both of whom had 
connived to circumvent the payment 
of that sum ta the United States on 
the aHied debt due. It would be too 
much to expect that a mere Senator 
could see any relation between the 
price of wheat and a loan from Wall 
street to London. 

In this partial summary of things 
which ought not to have been done 
we must not fail to record one strik- 
ingly wholesome effort: Last De- 
cember Congress appropriated $20.,- 
000.000 for Russian relief. In urg- 
ine the appropriation Mr. Hoover 
appealed to the cause of humanity, 
but had the perspicacity to remind 
Congress that the money spent for 
corn might have a salutary effect on 
the price of that grain which every- 
one in the corn states was predicting 
would go to 20 cents a bushel. The 
sum given away was trifling, but 
the price of corn immediately began 
to advance and farmers reaped a 
hundred million, probably several 
hundred millions, in better prices 
resulting from the gift of $20,9900.- 


000 to a competitor. The New Tes- 
tament paradox of “‘He that loseth 
his life shall find it’ seems to have 
abundant exemplification by this ex- 
perience. 

The whole miserable story of three 
years, of badgering our late com- 
rades in arms, of voting absurd tar- 
iffs to protect farm products that 
must find an export market, of 
preaching isolation, of declaiming 
against so-called exportations of cap- 
ital to Europe, has all the earmarks 
of the days of 1915 and 1916. The 
same short-sighted. spirit of selfish- 


ness is exhibited that preached un-| 


preparedness and would have voted 
to retreat from the high seas in the 
face of German threats. And, 
Strange to say, in all too many in- 


stances the doctrine of isolation is. 


being promulgated by the same poli- 
ticians that would have kept us out 
of war at any price in 18916. One 
would think this country could not 
be fooled twice in so short a time, 
especially by the same set of prac- 
titioners. 


A significant observation on this 
point Was made by Gov. W. P. G. 
Harding of the Federal Reserve 
Loard recently, in discussing our for- 
eign trade. He notes that: 
ing that our foreign trade should be 
developed is confined not only to our 
seaboard and industrial districts. but 
has extended throughout the great 
agricultural sections of the interior.”’ 
He continued: “We have had con- 
vincing evidence during the past two 


years that trade stagnation through- 


out the world affects our 
conditions disastrously.’’ These facts 
are beginning to filter out into the 
consciousness of the farmers.

A times: in America, “The Old 

Soak,” by Don Marquis, may 
prove even more informative than 
the Literary Digest poll.

PECTACLES with eyebrow designs attached 
to them to conform with the lines of the 
face, or, if desired, with the lines of the 
wearer’s hat, have been inv@ited by a Mason 
City (la.) oculist, who has applied for patents 
on glasses of this type and prescribes them in 
his practice. 

All eyeglasses worn up to this time, he says, have 
been in violation of the natural law that there should 
be dark lines above the eyes and none below them. He 
has found that wholly dark or wholly light frames do 
not meet the requirements as he sees them through 
his own spectacies, of which the upper rims are dark 
and the lower rims clear. His objection to light or 
clear frames is that they detract from the beauty of the 
eye, and he condemns dark or black frames because 
they put unsightly lines under the eyes. 

Why, he argues, should flappers lose their beauty 
sleep arching thefr evebrows with the aid of tweezers 
and other implements of torture when right away, just 
like that, they can put on a pair of glasses with ready- 
made eyebrows designed on the rims.

ASKED a little girl in Oberammergau to direct 
me to the house of Herr Mayr. 

“Judas?” she asked. (The principal actors in 
the “Passion Play” are known about town by 
the names of the parts they have in the cast,) 

“Yes, Judas,” I assented. 

The fraulein led me a few~paces to No. 129, 

knocked at the door, and®called, “Herr Mayr.” 

Herr Mayr apveared in his artist's frock. His langh- 
ing blue eyes set you immediately at ease. I introduced 
myself, said I had heard about his admirable wood carv- 
ing, and as I was an artist, too, at my far-off home in 
St. Louis, I should like to see his work, if he had time. 

“Yes, yes,” he said, and invited mein. Then I noticed 
that he wears his red beard as in Da Vinci's “Last Sup- 
per.” and his dark, flowing hair down to the coat 
éollar. = 

We entered a small, neat room containing a round 
table near the window. Herr Mayr exhibited a half- 
size Virgin which he was carving out of birch wood, 
He laid out a collection of photographs of statues, 
mostiv religious subjects, executed by him and sent to 
various parts of the world. One photograph of a cruci- 
fixion caught my eye. I remarked about it. Marr 
smiled, and, pointing to a certificate on the wall, said: 

“I got a gold medal in Nuréniberg for that.”

It is from this 
combination of elements that are born the essential 
oils and essences of fine perfumes. 

“The best and healthiest of young porkers is the 
first requisite for the extraction of perfumes,” your 
cicerone will assure you, “and then only the fatty slab 
sides are used.”’ 

The white lard is carefully stripped from the lean, 
resembling white tissue paper as transparent as 
gauze. These white tissues of lard are laid in great. 
shallow pans and over them are sprinkled the petals of 
flowers, each variety distinct unto itself. 

These traylike pans afe then taken to the rooms 
where, lined up in rows, are the copper alembics

for a laboratory of the old time alchemist for distilling 
his potions, these only a trifle more modern, in ap- 
pearance, at least. 

Here, after the layers of fresh pork fat are thoroughly 
impregnated with the odors of the blossoms that carpet 
them, the mass of perfumed lard is put into the stills, 
when, drop by drop, through zig-zag copper coils, the 
essence, the sweet souls of the flowers, is secured. 

The first essay at the liquefaction of an odor is a 
very crude beginning. Anybody could carry the pro- 
cedure a certain part of the way. The art, as well 
as the secret of the art, of the perfume makers lies in 
the subtle blending of these various essences in rightful 
marriages and just proportions. Here is where the 
perfume makers of Grasse take their proper place as 
the great master perfumers of the world. 

The curious fact is that no single commercially 
known perfume is the essence of any one single flower. 
Most polygamous are perfumes! For example, a violet 
perfume requires the admixture of three or four “es- 
sences” of as many different flowers before the capti- 
vating breath of dewy violets is given out to charm the 
olfactory sense. 

One of the biggest features of this Grasse perfume 
industry is the distillation of these essences in their 
simple forms, selling them in bul*, in demijohns and 


“estagons and bocaux, to the wholesale perfume mak- 


ers, the fabricators and the second fusion operators 
throughout the worid. 

It is they for the most part who concoct the com- 
mercially well known blends from their own recipes 
and paste their traditional trade-marked names and 
labels on cut-glass falcons and satin-lined ecrins. 

So it is that neroli, the crude essence of the orange 
flower, is the big output of the Grasse factories, as it 
is the basis of a large majority of perfumes, especially 
that which is popularly known as eau de cologne—at 
least that which is recognized as the “type.” 

The perfume industry is one that gives everyone 
good returns. The market gardeners around find it 
profitable to plant rows of perfume flowers among their 
prosaic farm products, hence vineyards and wheat 
fields are mingled with choice blossoms; roses and cab- 
bages and jasmine and beans grow side by side. 

During the flower-gathering season workers flock 


‘from all the mountain countryside to the north down 


to the plain and valley for the harvest o: blossoms, 
and this to the great discontent of the luxurious villa 
population of the Riviera town, which complainr loud- 
ly that ten francs a day paid the girl flower pickers 
empties their houses of servant maids. 

These, of course, are after-the-war prices, three, four 
and five times what they were ten years ago. Pos- 
sibly this is one of the reasons why perfumery is a 
high-priced article. 

The present season saw a drop in tife rather ex- 
travagant prices for flowers in the Grasse district.

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Picturesque Amazon of the Wyoming “cow country” comes toa 
mysterious end while preparing to go to prison for cattle == = = 
stealing—Strange visit of a man in corduroy followed by 
her sudden death—How the discovery of blotted brands on 
cattle tracked across the continent by detectives led to di- 


vorced ranchwoman’s conviction 


HE other day, in the little town of Kem- 
merer, Wyo., the Clerk of the District 
Court wrote across the docket book, op- 
posite the case of Mrs. Annie Richey, the 
words: “Dismissed — defendant de- 
ceased.” In this brief law formula lies 
concealed the termination of one of_the 
strangest criminal cases yet spawned out of ali the 
wild nature and the wild humanity whose fierce con- 
tending is the story of the conquest of the West. 

Mrs. Annie Richey was the only woman ever con- 
victed of the picturesque crime of cattle rustling, an 
offense which streaks all the romances of those pro- 
tean bad men—the heroes of borderland song and saga. 
Hers was a case of such celebrity that her whole wide 
State was agitated and concerned with the outcome. 
And her court fight was never finally determined, for 
she was murdered as she was preparing to defend her- 
self anew against a prison sentence—a second dark and 
inscrutable crime, probably committed by desperate 
confederates to keep her lips locked against a confes- 
sion that would have incriminated them. % 
~ A most involved and deep and secret story, all this, 
filled with the stark and violent mood of the lonely 
expanses, touched with the pathos of the woman on 
the last of our frontiers. The inner mystery of the 
whole matter can only be guessed. Death saved its 
chief personage from prison and her associates from 
revelation. So the thing is sealed with gloom. 

Mrs. Annie Richey was born Annie Boyer, the daugh- 
ter of a pioneer Wyoming railroad builder and ranch- 
man. Her father was prosperous and his daughter 
was much better reared and better educated than the 
average woman of her locality. She was a ranch girl 
with schooling and other advantages, and she made 
what was considered a fine match when she married 
the superintendent of the Kemmerer schools, a man of 
education and breeding. as such things are rated in 
the big cow country. But promising as the marriage 
seemed, it ended in unhappiness and divorce. The 
freed wife would not stay in the town where she had 
been disillusioned. She set out to become a rancher on 
her own, with a place twelve miles north of Kem- 
merer. 

Here the better equipment of the woman, coupled 
with her native knowledge of all that goes into the 
life of the rancher, soon asserted itself in success. 
Indeed, the prosperity of Annie Richey was so marred, 
the number of beeves sent to market from her prop- 
erty was so great, that neighbors began to wonder 
and to comment. The man with too many cows at the 
end of the season is a familiar and blood-marked fiz- 
ure in the West. Was it possible that this woman, this 
daughter of a local personage and child of the bor- 
der -aristocracy, was a thief and cattle rustler? 

To strengthen this incredible suspicion came the 
complaints of many local stockmen. Thetr beeves 
were missing and could not be found. Cattle rustlers 
must .be at work in the region. The loca! authorities 
investigated, without result. Special detectives were 
secretly employed who knew the tricks of cattle thieves 
and all the ways of concealing such crimes. When 
Annie Richey made an unusually heavy shipment: of 
steers from her loading station at Opal. Wyo., to the 
stockyards in South Omaha, these investigators were 
on hand. They did nothing when the cattle were 
driven into the cars, but they went East and followed 
the beeves through the stockyards until they had made 
certain that Annie Richey intended to sell the tle 
as her own. Meantime, the officers had inspected the 
steers carefully and found on many of them the blotted 
vrands which are part of the trade mark of the cattle 
rustier. Calves belonging to a rancher are branded 
with his special mark. When the cattle rustler steals 
them later, he takes a hot iron, blots ont the original 
brand and substitutes his own, or so changes the first 
brand that it seems to be something else. The haunches 
of Annie Richey's beeves in the Omaha yards bore the 
marks of such manipulation. 

Some of the brand-blotted cattle were seized and 
taken back to Wyoming as evidence. Annie Richey 
and several others were arrested. Still others, against 
whom warrants had been issued. fled the State and 
could not be apprehended. The cases came to trial in 
time and all were lost by the State save that against 
Annie Richey. She was convicted and sentenced to 
serve from one to six years in the penitentiary. She 
appealed, with the aid of her devoted and wealthy fa- 
ther, and the case hung in the calendar waiting for 
final disposition. At the end of two years thé Supreme 
Court decided that she had been properly convicted 
and ordered her before the lower court for re-sentence 
The session of this court was two months off. Finally 
breaking under the suspense and sorrow. the woman's 
aged father died. leaving her to fight her Way alone. 

While Annie Richey waited for the court to meet and 
pass sentence upon her anew, there was a strange sense 


of impotency upon the com- 
munity. It was, of course, 
known from the beginning 
that Annie Richey was only 
one of a band of cattle rus- 
tlers. some of whom had been 
accused but not convicted and 
the more important of whom, 
it was suspected, had never 
been named. Everyone knew 
that Annie Richey was guard- 
ing a secret whose revelation 
might well win her clemency 
and possibly immunity from 
punishment. But she had 
maintained absolute silence 
for two years. The people of 
the region wondered if she 
would remain unmoved and go 
to prison without betraying 
those more guilty than her- 
self.

While the courtroom full of mor- 
bid spectators waited for the celebrated woman 
rustler to appear and plead, there was a disturbance 
outside and the fainting, bloodstained figure of the 
accused woman appeared, her left arm shattered by 
a rifle bali. She related that as she rode toward town 
from her ranch a strange man had appeared and ridden 
beside her—a man whom she described in minute de- 
tail, but who was never found. Without saying a 
word, she related, the man had leveled a rifle at her. 
shot her at close range and then ridden furiously away. 
as he saw her totter im her seat and reel out of the 
saddle. 

The public generally regarded this tale as a piece 
of fiction and cynically set it down as an attempt to 
win sympathy and stave off conviction for cattle 
rustling. Feeling against the cattle thieves was high 
and Annie Richey got neither credence nor pity. 

But things look otherwise in perspective. 


Early on the morning of May 19, last, Annie Richey 
roused up her lone ranch hand, Otto Palsenberger. and 
set out to work on the property. An irrigation ditth 
needed repairing and the determined, courageous wom- 
an took up a pick and shovel and kept pace with the 
muscular workman she employed. Evidently she ex- 
pected to be sent to prison in a few weeks. when she 
was to appear for her rehearing, for she had been work- 
ing like a beaver to get her ranch fnto shape for her 
long absence. :

“And if you take the trouble to learn the under- 
neath cause for bad behavior you find out that it 
really isn’t as bad as it looks. 

“You see, it might turn out to be arithmetic, not 
criminal tendencies, that is driving Johnny to vio- 
lent deeds. A case like that came to our attention not 
long ago when a little Italian boy was sent to a re- 
formatory for truancy. Angelo wouldn't go to school 
and he wouldn't stay at home, and nobody could make 
him. Finally his distracted parents had to seek out- 
side help in subduing him. The result was that Angelo 
was sent to an institution. When he came out we 
took a hand in his affairs. 

“We gave him a mental examination and @iscovered 
that there was simply no place in his mind for arith- 
metic. He couldn't have learned to do arithmetic 
in a thousand years. So he was being given double 
work in it at school, and as if that weren’t enough, 
his father was trying to make him help with book- 
keeping at home, and, with the best intentions in the 
world, whipping him when he refused. 

“No wonder Angelo ran away from his troubles. 
He was living in a nightmare of arithmetic, and fight- 
ing for his very sanity to escape it. 

“Yet he was a normal boy in other respects. We 
discovered that he was-clever enough at working with 
his hands, so we arranged that he should drop 
arithmetic at school, do no bookkeeping at home, and 
spend extra time in the manua) training classes. Now, 


Angelo is a good boy and, what is probably more im- 
portant, he is a happy one. 

“Nine-tenths of the juvenile delinqueacy is proba- 
bly cau by some such reason as Angelo’s. The child 
is very small and alone in a large and hostile world. 
Often he is fighting for his very existence as he sees 
it, and the more the overwhelming powers above him 
try to force him to do things that seem to him abso- 
lutely opposed to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness, the harder he struggies against them. 

“We are learning, although with surprising slowness, 
that a child can’t be forced to be really good. He can 
be forced to be deceitful, and often is. But he can only 
be guided to honest good behavior. Statistics show 
this. 

“Last year we had 135 juvenile delinquents committed 
to institutions in this county, which means that more 
than 300 were brought to trial. Of the 135, almost 50 
per cent were being committed for a second time. This 
means that those who were committed for the first 
time will probably be up again inside of a few years. 

“Surely it is time we realized that there is something 
wrong with a system in which there is such a tragic 
waste of our child material.” 

I asked Miss Taylor what she would do with these 
children instead of sending them to institutions. She 
said she supposed she would have to keep right on 
sending some of them, because, of course, you can't 
change things in a day. But she wouldn't railroad 
them there without taking a lot more time to remedy 
the causes of delinquency and giving the child a fair 
chance. 

There are so many reasons why a child almost has 
to be bad, I find, that it is amazing he is ever good at 
all. For instance, he may have an inferiority com- 
plex. Miss Taylor doesn’t exactly like to use that 
word because so many people are suspicious of anything 
that sounds new and technical. 

But take a child who wants to shine before his 
friends. Take any child, because they all want to 
shine, the same as grown-up people do. Well, this child 
ma feel inferior because he is mentally unable to shine 
in school. He may be too poor to shine by his pos- 
sessions. The only thing left to him is to shine by his 
wickedness. So he-.breaks all the milk bottles on the 
block, or defies the teacher, and has a pathetic moment 
of glory in his little world. 

Miss Taylor would change this by finding out what 
his peculiar possibilities are and showing him how 
to excel in some law-abiding way. If it happens that 
conditions in his home life are absolutely against his 
best development, which is often the case, she says, 
it is her idea to find him a home with some family 
where he can fit in, instead of sending him to a re- 
formatory where he is almost certain to learn more 
badness. 

It is obvious that Miss Taylor loves ehildren, and 
just as obvious that she would never sentimentalize 
over them. To her they are simply interesting indi- 
viduals, fighting what must often be a losing fight 
against alien and overpowering conditions. It is her 
object to give them a square deal, and she has spent 
the 13 years since she was graduated from Vassar in 
child welfare work, trying to do just that.

HIS is the Romance of the Apple Aro- 
matic. The Big Red Apple of Missouri, 
but not the old-time big red apple—the 
Ben Davis, which was famed chiefly 
because it was big and red. It is the 
new Big Red Apple—the Delicious. Born 
in Iowa, bred in Missouri, its delicious 
aroma blown upon the four winds to the world’s remot- 
est corners, it is known and grown from Maine to Mex- 
ico, from Alaska to Cuba, from Canada to Tierra del 
Fuego. Across the seas, in Europe, Asia and Africa, in 
Australia, mainland, island, lowland, highland, wher- 
ever the goddess Pomona waves her wand and causes 
fruits to flourish, this big red apple has gone out from 
Missouri as a potential product of the infant tree 
which, planted and matured in the soils of virtually 
all lands, now hangs heavy with its annual crop of 
the emperor of fruits. 

On Aug. 15 the Big Red Apple of Missouri had its 
apotheosis. A monument to the parent tree was dedi- 
cated. Still standing, still bearing Delicious apples 
abundantly, if that old tree on a farm near Peru, la., 
were a sentient being it could not help but feel a thrill 
of pride in itself and its progeny. Its offspring, in 
trees distributed and planted, numbers more than 
7,750,000. According to the lowest estimate by experts, 
2,000,000 of the baby trees have survived and grown 
to profucing age. The same experts estimate that the 
annual crop of apples from these trees brings in the 
markets, at the very lowest calculation, $12,000,099. 
Therefore, the 50-year-old tree, near which has been 
placed the memorial, a granite boulder suitably in- 
scribed, may call itself the $12,000,000-a-year apple tree. 
. The story of its discovery and development, its world- 
wide distribution, is nothing less than a romance. It 
is essentially a poem, of the epic sort, interspersed 
_with millions of lyrics—a little joy-song with each 
of the apples eaten by American, European, Asiatic, 
African, Australian and midsea islander. 

Australians and New Zealanders eat Delicious apples 
from approximately 200,000 trees growing in their or- 
chards. In China more than 50,000 Delicious trees are 
producing, and in Japan a similar number. The Korean 
peninsula has more than 10,000. In Africa about 50,000 
trees have been planted. Each of the European coun- 
tries has several thousand Delicious producers. Canada 
has from 300,000 to 400,000 trees, Mexico from 200,000 
to 300,000, Brazil from 150,000 to 200,000 and the Ar- 
gentine Republic about 300,000. In other South Ameri- 
can countries it is estimated that 100,000 Delicious trees 
have been planted. 

Wherever any apple tree will grow the Delicious is 
growing, and in some countries where no other apple 
tree flourishes this one is said to be healthy and pro- 
ductive. All these trees have been propagated in Mis- 
souri and shipped out within a quarter of a century.

Just as in many other stories. of fiction as well as of 
fact, some unpleasantness crept into the story of the 
Delicious apple in later years. The tree as a commer- 
cial proposition figured incidentally in some long- 
drawn-out litigation between members of the Stark 
nursery organization. The claim was made by William 
P. Stark, who for years was treasurer and genera! man- 
ager of the company, that he. instead of his elder ~-oth- 
er, Clarence, first recognized the value of the Hiatt 
samples sent from the parent tree in Iowa, procured 
the contract for exclusive propagation and instituted 
the campaign which gave the new variety its wide dis- 
tribution and popularity. What goes before in this 
story of the Delicious is based upon representations 
made at the dedication of the monument, and all such 
“old, fa.-off, forgotten things and battles long ago.” 
as were brought out in the litigation do not concern 
the purpose of this narrative, which is to present 
the pleasant aspects of a pleasant pomologica! ro- 
mance. 

The pomological importance of the tree, the recogni- 
tion of its progeny and product by the horticultural 
world, and the reasons for thus memorializing an aged 
tree in an old orchard, were set forth by speakers at 
the dedication ceremony on the old Hiatt farm. 

Participating in the event were scores of renowned 
horticultural experts of the United States and Canada.

“With his judgment of the apple confirmed and its 
adaptability to various soils and climates proved, every 
effort for greatly increased production of Delicious 
nursery trees was put forth; and every year since then 
has seen a steadily increasing demand for Delicious 
trees. * * * The introduction and popularizing of 
the Delicious apple has involved the expenditure of 
more than three-quarters of a million dollars. * * * 
From the available records I have found that we have 
sent out, since 1895, approximately 7,750,000 Delicious 
appie trees. Sometimes planters of apple trees are 
not as careful as they should be, and, of course, some 
of the trees fail to live. However, if we are ultra- 
conservative, and estimate that only one-fourth of 
these trees live to bear fruit, the resulting figures are 
still astounding. That one-fourth would give a figure 
of about 2,000,000 trees. 


“Based on that conservative estimate it would mean 
that 4,000,000 bushels of Delicious apples are produced 
every year. The Chicago and the other big wholesale 
markets sell Delicious year after year at $3 to $6 per 
bushel. Figured at the lowest estimate of $3 per bushel, 
it would mean a total of $12,000,000 per year from the 
crop of Delicious apples; and as the trees get older 
and more trees are planted, that figure will steadily 
increase. When it is remembered that all this weaith- 
producing ability of these trees came originally from 
this grand old tree, it is not strange that such a multi- 
tude has gathered today from all parts of the United 
States and Canada to do honor to this wonderful gift 
of nature.”

PAPEETE, French Oceania. 
HE age-long lure of the South Sea Island 
has been stimulated until now it has a 
positive kick which adventurers of a new 
sort find irresistible. Argosies of thirst 
are cruising the gem-studded Pacific in 
search of the new Golden Fleece, con- 

: signed not long ago by Volstead to the 
waste waters beyond the three-mile limit. 

Papeete, the drowsy little capital of Tahiti, French 
Oceania, is the Mecca toward which many pilgrims 
turn their eyes. Not long ago, when the mail steamer 
docked, a very erect and military looking old gentle- 
man was one of the first to come ashore. When he 
spoke you realized at once that he must be addressed 
as Colonel. It had taken him twelve days to throw 
off the disappointment of discovering that there was 
no Bourbon whisky aboard the ship, and though 
he made a stern effort to console himself with Scotch, 
one could see that unless Papeete could produce some 
of the stuff which once enlivened the mint julep the 
Colonel’s vacation would be spoiled. 

Swinging his cane jauntily, and followed by a pair 
of native boys, staggering under a brace of enormous 
Gladstone bags, the Colonel made a tour of the hotels. 
Rooms, meals and rates did not interest bim; at each 
establishment he headed straight for the bar and in- 
quired, in the kind of French they taught at West Point 
a generation and a half ago, whether there was Bour- 
bon whisky in the place. Finally, hot and discouraged, 
he reached the Hotel Tiare, kept—since Lovina’s death 
—by a genial and traveled native named Mauu. In a 
complex web of circumstances extending through many 
years Fate had been preparing for the Colonel's recep- 
tion at that hostelry. 

Long before the war, an old trading schooner had 
made a voyage to San Francisco, and on her return had 
been condemned by the authorities. Stripped of all 
valuable gear, she was taken to a nearby cove in the 
lagoon and sent down to her final resting place, on a 
sandy bottom, in ten fathoms of water. In the flurry 
of the occasion, an jmportant item of her cargo was 
overlooked. One day, years afterward, several native 
boys were amusing themselves by diving to the decks 
of the sunken hulk, and one of them, seeing an open 
hatch, ventured inté the gloomy cave of the hold.

firewood from their own timber, raised their own 
beef, pork, poultry; in a word, if they had what every 
mortal ardently desires, independence. 

Then they write or call on the farm agency and pass 
in review what it offers. Sometimes they do this 
every year or so, and when the crisis goes they forget 
it until another crisis comes up. 

Among these undecided farm seekers are often genu- 
ine country-bred folk. but the latter differ from the 
frivolous kind, because it is almost certain that the day 
will come that will see them as actual purchasers. 
What they are waiting for is not. a ‘cheap’ farm, | it 
one that will promise to be self-supporting. In other 
words, they know what they want and snap it up when 
it appears. 

To them, as to the futile poets and others who leap 
before they look, the farm is a refuge from the cares 
that infest the city. The only difference is a big one— 
the born farmer wants his refuge to pay for itself 
and support himself and family afterward. 


Therefore, he seeks a farm with ample acreage, 
stocked and equipped with machinery, one that has been 
wisely managed, for he knows that although he pays 
a high price at the start he is actually getting his home 
cheaper than if he bought for a great deal less money 
an impoverished and empty quarter section of land 

“Where do you want to g07” is almost the first 
question asked of a home seeker who has shown that 
he knows land ip the real sense of potential income 
from it. 

And the answer of such a 
variably: 

“Anywhere—Missouri, Ohio, Idaho, Michigan-—it 
matters not, so that I get a farm that deserves not to 
be wasted and that won't waste me.” 

But the “play” farmer has been attracted by an ad- 
vertisement setting forth the attractiveness of a smal! 
farm, with its fine old trees, its running brook, its 
view, etc. 

“There are twice as many inquirers of the latter 
class as of the former,” said the farm agent who re- 
lieved himself of some of the wisdom concentrated 
above. “An inch advertisement of a smal! but pictrr- 
esque property in a nearby coynty inserted in one 
newspaper once brought 65% inquiries: another of equal 
size telling of a genuine bargain in a real farm. fully 
equipped and with grain in the field, brought less 
than 300. 

“At present there are evidences of a great unrest 
among city dwellers, and more than half of those who 
openly express it by the fact of their application here 
belong to the class that may be expected to fail on a 
farm. 

“We can tell approximately whether our purchasers 
are likc'y to make a success of their venture, for it is 
dependent on their own willingness to work and in part 
on their judgment as to methods of work. Farming is 
a business, and, like any other, it has to be attended to. 

“For eight or ten years there has been an increasing 
migration of city folk to the country. During the war, 
while it fell off noticeably, it still was strong. But then 
the high cost of farm labor detracted from the advan- 
tages of farm life. Sensible men hesitated to go bac 
to the country when labor commanded such exorbi- 


farmer is almost in- 


tant wages. 


It is now back again to normal: that is, 
it is possible to get a zood farmhand for about $20 a 
month. 

“The proof of this is that there is reported a full 
contingent among the harvest hands who work in 
the country from Florida to the Canadian line. 

“But while the farmer born and bred takes into con- 
sideration these and other things, while he is looking 
for a good farm stocked with animals and machinery, 
and with growing crops, for what we may term a ‘civ- 
jlized’ piece of property, his city neighbor is likely to 
put too much stress on rumor of what others have 
done. 

“He has heard that modest fortunes have been made 
out of a fruit orchard and out of a poultry run and ass 
himself if he hasn't as good a chance provided he puts 
his savings into such a thing. 

“I dont say that he hasn't: nobody can minimize 
what real honest work may accomplish, but I do say 
there have been lots of failures in just such pseudo 
farms. On the other hand, [| am acquainted with a 
man who went from the city to an outlying locality, 
took up a piece of unimproved land without even a 
road leading to it, started a poultry farm and almost 
at once reaped big profita. He refused this fall $60,000 
for his poultry farm, which he started in 1914.” 

The appeal of the farm in these days is based on 
something more than sentiment. Farming is not a 
haphazard affair, for it is mow done by clever agricul- 
turists. To succeed in it demands modern business 
methods and scientific management. The farmer who 
applies these need not fear to be looked on patroniz- 
ingly by the city man. 

Moreover, besides possible prosperity there are 
changes in farm life that render it far more attrac- 
tive than it used to be. There is little need to list 
these changes, for. everybody who has gone for his “two 
weeks” to the country within the last decade knows. 
what they are. The automobile, the rural free delivery, 
the parcels post, the telephone, the movies, the phono- 
graph and the radio have all contributed to making life 
on tLe farm not merely endurable but highly agreeable. 
The abandoned farms in Eastern states, for example, 
gre fetching better prices than were paid for them a 
few jears ago, because the purchaser now has the in- 
tention of using the property as a farm and not merely 
as a summer residence. 

In the past year every agent for the sale of farm 
lands has been flooded with inquiries. One such re- 
ceived 250,000 in that period, and more than one-balf 
of them came from residents of one large city. 
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A Land Where Nobody Needs to Work 


ATURE is lavish to the natives of the Orinoco 

River Valley. The forests contain wild honey 

in abundance, as well as many excellent fruits 

and nuts: the rivers and lagoons teem with fish, 
which support the vast bird life of the country as well 
as supply excellent food for the natives. Turties and 
alligators are both prolific; the former are especially 
valuable for food and for their fats, which are used 
both for cooking and illuminating purposes. The latter 
are valuable for their sxins as well as their oil, which 
is used for a lubricent. Game of all kinds abounds in 
the forests and about the lagoons. 

Cotton grows wild. Ap excellent tobacco, formerly 
in considerable demand for export to Germany, is pro- 
duced in the Upper Orinoco and Apuro Valleys, but 
cultivation might be much more widespread, writes 
United States Consul H. L. Pater, from Trinidad.

DIGGING FOR CITIES OF CAESAR ON KENTISH COA 


EGINNING early this autumn, Lloyd George's 
England is going to dig down to Julius Caesar's 
Angie-land of sixteen to twenty centuries ago. 
Official permission has been given to the Brit- 
ish Society of Antiquarians to excavate Richborough, 
near the coast of Kent. In addition to having been the 
“mystery port“ of the World War, Richborough was 
the site of the ancient Roman Rutupiae, then on the 
coast of the Straits of Dover, the sea having receded 
somewhat since that era. Richborough is about twenty 
miles north of Dover and two miles northwest of Sand- 
wich. For centuries its chief distinction has been its 
Roman remains, and always the mystery of what lies 
beneath the surface has made men wonder. Now 
modern England is going to solve that mystery. 

The digging will require about five years, .t is esti- 
mated. It will be the most important attempt ever 
made to throw light on those far-off dim days when 
the legions of Rome ruled Britain. Few people know 


that Richborough, in addition to its mystery as the 
“hush” port of the war, holds a mystery which is nearly 
27000 years old, and is one of the most puzzling prob- 
lems in Romano-British archeology. it was inhabited 
throughout the 400 years of the Roman occupation, and 
town after town was built on its site. Here the legions 
landed, and more than i40,000 Roman coins have been 
discovered in the neighborhood. 

One of the romances of the war was the wizardlike 
transformation of the barren marsh to a great base 
for transport, a depot for troops and a dock. It was 
a remarkable instance of military history repeating 
itself. The Romans discovered that Richborough was 
a key to Britain. and after a lapse of nearly 2060 years 
the Army Council made it a key to France.

The essential crookedness of these 
natural waterways is revealed when it is stated that 
the drainage ditches into which their waters will flow 
when the task is compieted will be only about one- 
fourth of the length of the original streams for the land 
distance covered. 

From the northwestern corner of Grundy County to 
the southern line of that county, at the point directly 
south of Trenton where the Grand River runs into Liv- 
ingston County, the distance by the big ditch now under 
construction is about twenty miles. As the river flows. 
the distance is about eighty miles. The ditch into 
which the water is being diverted is a straightaway cut- 
ting. It cuts through the kinky river at many points, 
but in a general way follows its course—always remem- 
bering that the ditch is-straight_and the river is crook- 


ed. The theory of the engineers is that when the drain- 


age cana! is completed, the force of the waters will 
dig it deeper and that the old channels, thus aban- 
doned, gradually will fill up with sediment and be- 
come in the main arable land. 

To the east of the East Fork of Grand is Welden 
River, a considerable stream. This is being straight- 
ened by another big ditch, running nearly due south- 
ward to junction with the East Fork ditch just north- 
west of Trenton. Muddy Creek, a few miles farther 


eastward, is being unkinked by means of a straight- 
away ditch emptying into the main canal at the creek's 
mouth, south of Trenton. A few miles east of Muddy 
flows Honey Creex, which is being ditched into straight- 
ness to the point where it flows into Livingston County. 
The Honey: Creek project is almost completed. Medi- 
cine Creek makes its tortuous passage down near the 
eastern edge of Grundy County and is being ditched 
like the others, to the point where it leaves the south- 
ern line of the county. 

Livingston -Ceunty -alse_-it should be stated, nes a 
large drainage district which will straighten Grand 
River and some of its tributaries. Bonds aggregating 
$600,000 for this project have been sold already. Ap- 
proximately half a million dollars’ damage is done by 
the floods in these water courses every season. 

In Grundy County about 12,000 acres have been re- 
claimed by the drainage work already completed in the 
Grand River District northwest of Trenton. This recla- 
mation is in Grand River District No. 2. To the south 
is District No. 1, with about 10,000 acres about to be 
reclaimed. More than 55.000 acres are included in the 
several drainage projects in Grundy County. 

The floods of last July—two of them in one month— 
supplied object lessons in the value of drainage ditches. 
Though it is expected that all of the dredging in that 
county will be completed within two years, the en- 
gineers estimate that it will require perhaps three vears 
longer for the abandoned channels to fill up and for 
the new channels to become deep enough through force 
of erosion to collect and carry all the waters. Thus it 
is seen that Grundy County people will have swimmin’ 
holes and fishin’ places for only a few years more. 
And yet. so say some of the Mr. Grundys and Mrs. 
Grundys of Grundy County: 

“Ain’t it a shame to destroy all our dear old swimmin’ 
boles and all our good old fishin’ places? Those 
ditches, being straightaway courses, will carry the wa- 
‘ers too swiftly for the old-fashioned fishing, and 
there won't be any deep holes to swim in!” 

But Norton Burkeholder and Claude Belshe, to name 
but two of the many-acred farmers who are going to 
benefit by the constructive destruction, are not of the 
Mr. and Mrs. Grundy type at all. They tell how the 
ditches, where completed, saved crops this sedson; and 
they point out a much greater saving when the whole 
project is finished. 

“Corn twelve to fourteen feet high, wheat up to the 
shoulders, hay waist deep,” that’s how these farmers 
and others in the drainage districts sing when con- 
iemplating future prospects. 

And there is H. S. Chandler, farming modestly near 
the head of the main ditch district. He was cleaned 


out almdst completely, as to crops, this year; and he is 


of the opinion that if the ditches had been completed 
all his crops would have been saved. 

“If I ean tide through another year, 
make bottom farming pay.” 

Otto Gelbach, farming on Muddy Creek, watched the 
flood come down when a dredger was at work in one 
of his fields. Below the working all the bottom land 
was inundated: above, the crops got through high and 
just dry enough. 

W. O. Garvin, banker and farmer, owns farms along 
Honey Creek, where a ditch has been completed, run- 
ning for miles in a straight line. Without the ditch, 
he says, hundreds of acres of would have been under 
water. This year’s floods passed by without doing 
much damage. 

M. H. Mooney and Joe Stewart, engineers who have 
done much of the surveying for the drainage work, are 
highly optimistic. They express firm belief that the 
ditches will work perfectly, and that creeks and rivers 
running in straight lines instead of by kink and 
curve, will give Grundy County, and in good time 
the half-dozen counties now menaced each year by 
Grand River and its tributaries, thousands of acres of 
rich new land in addition to many more thousands so 
protected that the crops will be sure. 

Not only will the drainage improvement increase the 
tillable area considerably. but also it will protect many 
miles of roads along the waterways. Roads which 
heretofore have been inundated with every big freshet 
will be high and dry.
